We have procured of Capt. Mooklar, 
tor publication, the following Proteft, that 
we may thus put our readers in pofleffion 
of the moft corre& information ona fub- 
je& of fo much importance. It is found 
that the Protections with which moft of 
our feamen are furnifhed, are frequently 
difregarded by the Britifh commanders ;

Among the caufes to 
which this may be afcribed, is the beliet 
which the Britifh have imbibed, that A- 
mérican prote€tions may be procured by 
dozens, in our feaports, by any body and 
every body, whether foreigners or Ameri- 





cans. Though we hope and truft the inftan- 
ces are not numerous, ftill we have no! 
doubt that foreigners have fometimes pro- 
cured American proteétions : Nor have we 
a doubt that the Britifh have frequently 
imprefled American feamen, with genuine 
proteciions.—How our government will 
tréai this bufinels, it is impoffible to tell. 
Whether they will (as in the New-Orleans 
affair) declare thefe aggreffions of the Brit- 
ith commanders, the mere unauthorized 
atts of interior officers, or not, we will not 
prefume to conje€ture, Congrefs will 
foon meet ; but whether our feamen’ w1!!
